PHYSICS 


Since lasers and holography depend 
on physics, here are a couple of books 
to help you understand auch phenomens as 
interference patterns. 


EL aie, and Wonder, Hobel prize 
winner Victor Heiskopf, (MIT Press, 
Paperback) $3 - Anyone interested in 
science who would like a pleasant but 
factual overview should get this book, 
He doten't have to lean on controversial 
Cxperiments verging on mysticism to 
jazz it up, bot shows how the 
interlocking disciplines of physics, 
chemistry, geology, and biology are 
exciting in themeelves, The emphasis 
is on physics, his specialty, and he 
has & knack of making it accessible, 
oven tangible. 

For example: “The amallest distance 

we can distinguigh is abowt one tenth 
of a millimeter, Tt is the width of 

a hair. The next step on our ladder is 
@ distance characteristic of our own 
gize - the digtance from our eye to 
the tip of our arm; ten thousand times 
larger than the first one it is about 
one meter, The distance to the mountaing 
Plainly visible at the horizon is again 
ben thousand tines more, 10 kilometers. 
The distance #arth-sun is again about 
ten thousand time larger; it is 

150 million kilometers... {and po on 

to the galaxies). In epost cases the 
increase was by a factor of ten 
thousand. Such a step is easily within 
our ability to visualize by remembering 
that the length of cur arm is about 


ten thousand times the width of a 
hair, or the distance is related by 
the same factor to our own bedy." 


On the nature of the atom: “Atomic 
phenomena present us with ao much richer 
reality than we 4fre accustomed to meeting 
in macroscopic physics. The wavalike 
properties of quantum states, the 
indivisibility of these states, the fact 
that we cannot describe the atom 
completely in terms of Familar thinga 
such ag particles or classical waves, 
are features that do not secur with
